RETURN 10 FEE 
SYSTEM INDORSED 
BY COUNTY BUARD 


Commission To Recom- 
mend Re-installation on 


Workers To Receive 


Same Pay. 


Fulton county employees will draw 
the same amount of Salary during 1929 
that they are drawing this year, the 
county commission decided Wednesday 
afternoon. The commission voted to 
recommend to the _ state legislature 
that the fee system be reinstalled in 
Fulton county on a modified basis. 

Details of the resolution the county 
commission plans to submit to the leg- 
islature on the fee system matter will 
be worked out in the near future. 
The modified basis on which the sys- 
tem would be installed will be left up 
to the legislature, according to Wal- 
ter B. Stewart, chairman of the com- 
mission, 

The board decided to recommend re- 
establishment of the fee system on 
the theory that the fixing of county 
salaries is not the proper thing to 
be left up to the commission, as the 
commission does not employ the work- 
ers, most of the employees being elect- 
ed by the people. The modified fee 
system would also tend to make the 
county employees more efficient, Mr. 
Stewart said. 

Explanation of System. 

As explained by Mr. Stewart, the 
modified fee system means that the 
salaries of county officials depend 
upon the fees received, but that in- 
stead of drawing the major portion of 
the fees as their salary as was the 
custom of bygone days, the officials 
would draw their salaries from the 
fees up to a certain améunt, the re- 
mainder of the year’s fees to ge into 
the county treasury, or they would be 
paid a smaller percentage of the fees 
than was the case under the old fee 
system, which was abolished with the 
substitution of the salary systenl in 
1925. Under the modified fee system, 
as under the old system, the officials 
would have to pay their employees out 
of the amounts they receive from fees, 
thereby taking from the county com- 
mission the responsibility of fixing the 
salaries of the employees. 

Faced by a complex problem of 
making both ends meet for the county 
during 1929, the commission finally 
decided Wednesday afternoon to com- 
promise on the salary proposition by 
neither increasing any salaries nor 
cutting any. There had been a num- 
Ler of applications for salary _in- 
creases, and the commission had been 
inclined to institute a 10 per cent cut, 
which would have saved $200 

a 


County Finances. 


The income of the county for 1929, 
as estimated, will be $4,118,000, while 
the estimated expenditures, including 
the yearly $2,487,000 deficit, will 
amount to $7, 177. 970, thereby leav- 
ing the commission in a_ position 
where’ it would have to find $1,125,- 
000. “The yearly deficit is not as bad 
as it sounds, however, as it is merely 
a matter of county financing where 
funds are anticipated, it was ex- 
plained.

London, November 28.—(United 
News.)—Viscount Cecil, of Chelwood, 
in a speech before the League of Na- 
tions parliamentary committee of the 
house of commons, said tonight that 
he believed a naval agreement with

Projects for Total of 
$623,477.40 Is Recom- 
mended by Committee. 


WAY IS CLEARED 
FOR FINAL ACTION 


Board of Education, Bong 
Commission and School 
Committee Are Called 
Into Special Sessions. 


Recommending award of contracts 
for 11 new school projects at an ag- 
gregate cost of $623,477.40 and vot- 
ing to instruct the administration de- 
partment of the school system to erect 
the addition at the South Boulevard 
school at a cost not exceeding $21,000, 
members of the contact committee of 
the board of education, the bond com- 
mission and city council, Wednesday 
afternoon cleared the way for final ac- 
tion on the contracts and early start 
on the improvements, 

George Powell, president of the 
board of education, called a special 
meeting of the board for 4 o'clock Fri- 
day afternoon, Will L. Hancock, 
chairman of the school contaet com- 
mittee of the bond commission, de- 
clared that a special session of the 
commission will be held at 10:30 
o'clock Monday morning. 

A special session of the school 
committee of city council will be held 
at 1 o’clock Monday afternoon in an 
effort to send the projects to city 
council at 3 o’clock Monday afternoon 
for ratification. 


Wager Is Recommended. 


The general contract for construc- 
tion of nine of the 11 projects will 
go to Wager and company if recom- 
mendations of the contact groups are 
accepted. 

Estimated costs of the 11 projects 
was $664,000. 

Members of the committee declined 
to recommend acceptance of a bid of 
$44,859 for the South Boulevard 
structure after School Commissioner 
W. W. Gaines and William A. Ver- 
noy, bond commigsioner from the third 
ward, asked that the bids be rejected 
because they were regarded as exces- 
sive. No bid was received for the Mc- 
Lendon school addition. 

Mr. Gaines and Mr. Vernoy con- 
tended that the administrative de- 
partment of the school system had 
successfully cofstructed an addition 
to the Tenth Street school, and that 
the excessive bid for the South Boule- 
vard project when only about $21,000 
was set up for it could not be ac- 
cepted. 

Bid Believed Excessive. 


“We want the administration de- 
partment to construct this improve- 
ment believing that the bid is exces- 
sive on this project alone,” Mr. Ver- 
noy said. “We are asking the admin- 
istrative department to build this 
structure and we want it understood

President-Elect Praises 
Progress of Central 
American Republic in 
Response to Welcome. 


NATIONAL HOLIDAY 
DECREED FOR VISIT 


Friendship Between Two 
Republics Stressed in 
Speech of President 
Gonzales Viquez. 


San Jose, Costa Rica, November 28. 
(P)—Herbert Hoover left here at 7:05 
p. m. for the port of Punta Arenas, 
where he was expected to arrive at 
10 :30. 

Congratulatory expressions of pride 
in the long and traditional friendship 
between Costa Rica and the United 
States were exchanged here today by 
President Gonzalez Viquez and Her- 
bert Hoover, president-elect of the 
United States. The visit of the dis- 
tinguished American was made the 
occasion for a presidential decree, de- 
claring him to be the guest of the 
nation and proclaiming a_ holiday 
throughout this republic. 

Mr. Hoover landed at Punta Arenas 
where he was met by a special gov- 
ernmental delegation and escorted to 
a special train which carried him to 
the capital. Five thousand school 
children lined the streets of this city 
and waved flags of the two republics 
as Mr. Hoover and his escort passed 
through the foreign office where Pres- 
ident Gonzalez Viquez was in waiting. 

“Your mission was a happy inspira- 
tion, ” said the Costa Rican executive 
in welcoming the nation’s guest. “This 
historic occasion will result in a con- 
tinuance of the sincere and sound 
friendship between the United States 
and Costa Rica, and I believe it will 
have the same effect as between the 
United States and all Latin Ameri- 
can countries.” 

Mr. Hoover, in response, acknowl- 
edged the “glowing tribute to the ac- 
complishment of: my country under 
the stimulus of our common democ- 
racy,” and added; 


“Nowhere do I know of a greater 


and. more proved example of the .b@>| there; 


neficence to niankind of our ‘common 
institutions than that which has 
accomplished through the hands of the 
people of Costa Rica. Their advance- 
ment of human welfare is well known 
in my country and, as a student of 
social and cultural advancement I 
have long wished to confirm with my 
own eyes the progress which you have 
made.” 

Mr. Hoover referred to the fact that 
almost every family in Costa Rica 
owns a farm or a home and he also 
emphasized that national integrity 
had been maintained with an army 
whose soldiers in number were less 
than 25 per cent of the number of 
school teachers in the republic. 

President Viquez had_ said _ that 
Costa Rica admired the United States 
most of all for its spirit of unshak-; 
able justice which it always had mani- 
fested in its relations with his coun- 


try 

Mr. Hoover in his reply empha- 
sized that the mission of cooperation 
between the United States and other 
nations was to build up mutual pros- 
perity and progress. 

The president-elect had gone from 
his train to the United States’ le- 
gation where he received the American 
residents of the capital. After meet- 
ing President Viquez at the foreign 
office, they proceeded to the national 
theater for the luncheon and official 
welcome. Mr. Hoover was able to 
inspect at the theater an exhibit of 
several hundred paintings by Costa 
Ricans, the first national art show, 
before entraining again with Presi- 
dent Viquez for the return to Punta 
Arenas.

DOCTORS’ BULLETINS 
ON KING RETICENT 


“Passed Fair Day With 


Some Sleep” Is Scanty 
Information Furnished 
Anxious Public. 


London, November 28.—(#)—Ex- 
treme reticence continued tonight to 
chaacterize the medical announcements 
issued at Buckingham palace on the 
illness of King George. Taken at its 
face value, this evening’s bulletin from 
Sir Stanley Hewett and Lord Daw- 
son, of Penn, was regarded as favor- 
able, especially when read in connec- 
tion with a letter which the two phy- 
sicians sent to the cabinet earlier in 
the day.

“The king passed a fair day, with 
some sleep. Otherwise conditions are 
unchanged.” 
It was possible to infer from the 
statement “conditions are unchanged,” 
thét there had been no diminuation in 
The fact.;that

0 AND SHOOTS HERSELF 


Policeman Victim of Bullet 
Fired by His Former 
Sweetheart. 


Denver, November 28.—(#) —A 


chance meeting in a hospital ward. 


reviving an old acquaintanceship re- 
sulted today in the shooting to death 
of Robert K. Evans, a policeman, by 
his former sweetheart, Farice King, 
oo-year-old nurse. 


Evans, recovering from a gunshot 
wound suffered last Thursday night 
when he took part in a bootleg raid, 
was instantly killed with a bullet fir- 
ed into his head by the nurse while 
he slept early this morning. 


Miss King immediately turned the 
weapon on herself, inflicting a wound 
in the breast which physicians said 
might prove fatal. 


A note written by Miss King before 
she killed the officer provided the po- 
lice with a brief explanation of the 
shooting which occurred in the Fire- 
meh-policemen ward in the Denver 
general hospital. 

“You belong to me and I cannot 
go on longer living without you,” read 
the note, addressed to “Dearest Bob,”’ 
the slain policeman. “I have waited 
over five years for this chance—and 
it came.” In another note addressed 
to a brother, Miss King asked that 
she be buried at the same time and 
near Evans. 

Police who pieced the evidence in 
the case together declared the shoot- 
ing ended a romance which began 11 
years ago. Some time after their 
first meeting Evans joined the army 
and was sent to France. After the 
war he again met Miss King but their 
acguaintanceship ended five years 
ago when he married another. 

Miss King up to this week had not 
seen Evans since his marriage. 

By a twist of fate, she was called 
to the hospital last Friday to attend 
Louis Smith, a fireman. In the ward 
she recognized Evans, who had been 
shot in the arm in the raid which 
last Thursday cost the life of Patrol- 
man Harry R. Ohle. The two officers 
were fired upon by a man alleged to 
be Edward Ives. who concealed him- 
self under a bed in the house. Ives 
is facing a charge of murder for the 
killing of Ohle. 

Smith, the fireman, said that Miss 
King had been up most of last night 
talking to Evans. He urged her to 
go to sleep, but she refused. Miss 
King was at a writing table jotting 
off the notes which the officers found 
when Smith said he went to sleep.

The ship left Chicago on schedule 
and landed at Terre Haute, Ind., on 
time. Here dispatches from Evans- 
ville warned of fog banks and some 
rain to the south, and it was decided 
to postpone the remainder of the flight 
until today. 

To Resume Journey Today. 

Mr. Little stated that on the fail- 
ure of the plane to arrive here he 
communicated with the home offices 
and learned of the delay. He was 
advised that the journey would be re- 
sumed today, weather permitting. 

This flight, it was explained by Mr. 
Little, was planned primarily as a 
test trip and is not a regular schel- 
uled flight, the first one of which will 
be made on Saturday. 

On that day the regular passenger- 
mail service will be begun. Marking 
the completion of this first regular 
flight and the arrival of the first air 
mail from Chicago a celebration will 
be held at Candler field. Mayor Rags- 
dale, Governor Hardman, chamber of 
commerce officials and local aviation 
leaders are expected to take part in 
this ceremony of dedication of the new 
route, which will link Atlanta with the 
middle west.

Following the celebration at the 
field a dinner will be given at 7 o'clock 
Saturday night at the Ansley hotel.

According to the Ymory Wheel, 
weekly publication of Emory, the ae- 
tion was taken by the council of 
deans immediately after the close of 
the 1928 affair, but announcement 
was withheld until now.

The Edgerton purpose is to sta- 
bilize the tariff policy of the nation 
and avoid frequent revisions of it by 
acts of congress, promoted for politi- 
eal interests and dictated in impor 
tant schedules by special groups of 
industries and importers.

Amplifying the Flexible Clause. 

In the existing tariff law .there is 
a clause, enacted in a tariff bill for 
the first time, which gives to the 
president: the right, upon a_ finding 
and recommendation by the tariff 
commission, to raise or lower a rate 
by as much as 50 per cent. For in- 
stance, over two years ago, to dis- 
eourage imports of foreign butter and 
more surely conserve the home market 
to our own dairy industry, the presi- 
dent proclaimed an inerease of duty 
from 8 cents per pound to 12 cents. 
But in the case of live bob-white 
quail, the larger intportation of which 
was deemed important, he reduced the 
rate from 50 cents each to 25 cents 
each. 

Those illustrations go to show how 
the “flexible clause” of the tariff law 
works, and ayoids within limits, the 
necessity to await amendments of the 
basic law by an act of congress. 

As understood here. the Edgerton 
proposition «is to lodge that flexible 
power in a statutory tariff court, au- 
thorized to hear all tariff pleas, to 
de ‘ermine their righteousness, and to 
fix a proper tariff rate to meet and 
satisfy a just emergency. The scheme 
is plausible and may prove persuasive 
to statesmen, however obnoxious to 
politicians who are responsible to spe- 
cial interests. 


The Plan Is Constitutional. 

Many years ago any such proposi- 
tion would have been promptly 
whistled down the wind as radically 
“unconstitutional,” as being a delega- 
tion by congress of its exclusive power 
to legislate. But that objection does 
not hold good now. The supreme court 
of the United States in upholding the 
creation and powers of the interstate 
commerce commission has gone to the

j limit in allowing congress constitution- 
‘al warrant to set up and empower 


such commissions. 


An eminent constitutional writer 


, thus puts the situatien: 


“When the interstat® commerce com- 
mission was established it was not 
given power to formulate rates and 


‘rules of conduct -for interstate car+ 


riers. (167 U. S. 479.) By a later 
amendment of the interstate cOmmérce 
act, however, this power was given 
the act providing merely in broa 

terms that imterstate carriers should! 


not charge unreasonable veles or prac- 
tice unreasonable discrimination, and° 
leaving to the commission to declare 
what rates and practices should he 
considered reasonable. Here, certainly, 
extensive power is vested in the com- 
mission which might have heen ex- 
ercised by congress, and yet the. legis- 
lation was unhesitatingly upheld b 
the supreme court.” (215 U. 8. 452 
and 218 U, 8. 88.) é

Stopping Jokers and Logrolling. 

It will be recalled that Governor 
Smith, during the recent presidential 
campaign, denounced the making of 
tariff laws by omnibus revisions which 
afford to tricky legislators and spe-- 
cial interests opportunities to introduce 
“jokers” into the law and’ set up par- 
tialities by the agency of logrolling 
and reciprocal trading. 

There are those here who feel sure 
that Mr. Hoover, as president, would 
favor the establishment of some such 
tariff tribunal as that suggested by 
Colonei Edgerton. He might prefer to 
remake the present tariff commission, 
conferring wider powers upon it than 
its present fact-finding function, and 
making its decisions official iaterpre- 
tations of the law withant depending 
upon a proclamation by the presi- 
dent. 

How Mr. Hoover really feels about 
tariff legislation will probably not be 
known until he reveals his views in 
his inaugural address or in some sub- 
sequent message to the congress, 

It is plain enough, however, that 
since the world war our tariff rela- 
tions with the foreign nations have 
become highly complex and in many 
cases could be much improved by re- 
adjustments that could be easily and 
safely made hy n tariff tribunal.

The South Not Deeply Concerned. 


Representative national legislators 
from: the south do not seem to fear 
that any interest of our section and 
people would suffer from such a plan 
of tariff treatment as this one pro- 
posed by Edgerton, 


The southern people are producing 
many articles that plainly need tariff 
protection: in order that they may 
prove profitable to the producers and 
not be submerged by an inflow of 
cheap competitive products from 
abroad. 

Mr. Edgerton cites the cemert in- 
dustry as one that has been -almost 
devastated by such foreign competi- 
tion—and in that industry the people 
of Georgia have a large stake, 


In 1922 congress put cement on the 
free list, seeing no peed then for pro- 
tecting the industry, but since then 
there has been an increasing inflow 
of cement from other countries. Now 
our American cement produces are in 
distress and the only way to salvage 
them from ruinous foreign competition 
is by practically prohibitory tarfiff 
rates. There are other industries of 
our people similarly threatened by the 
ravenous competition of foreign cheap 
labor and products.

That year is 
a grand thing for the big« hospital 
that requires the services of many 
nurses. By holding the pupil over for 
a third year of it they get one full 
year of skilled nursing service for a 
song. Don’t you see that? 

As a calling, nursing is not so at- 
tractive today. Many hospitals are 
quietly bidding for applicants for the 
training schools, where a few years 
ago they were able to pick and choose. 
Young women, it seems, are not rush- 
ing headlong into a nuftsing career 
these days; there are too a 
opportunities open to them. wenty 
or 30 years ago the probationer stu- 
dent nurse was selected after careful 
consideration of a large pane] of ap- 
plicants, and she was lucky to be 
chosen as a member of the new class 
Today these same hospitals are com- 
peting with one another in the con- 
test to get a sufficient number of 
gicls to enter the training school, that 
is, of course, girls of good piysi«al 
and moral condition and intelligence. 

The practicing nurse no longér re- 
ceives the full measure of esteem trum 
the public, as it seems to-me, that was 
formerly accorded to this noble pro- 
fession. There is no more exalted cull- 
ing in life for a woman than nursing. 
save only motherhood itself.- 1 tear 
the public sometimes forgets this. 

In view of these drawbacks we must 
admire all the more the spirit and 
courage of the young woman who en- 
ters a nurse training school today 
with her eyes open. If, as is mere 
than likely, she chooses a_ traming 
school having the three-year course 
(there are comparatively few goud 
ones providing a two-year course, and 
I can give no information about such 
training schools in any case), she de- 
serves a lot of credit, or perhaps we 
should say sympathy. Is she not way- 
ing a tremendous price for her equip 
ment—a whole year of her prodne- 
tive life? When we remember how 
short is the professional life of the 
nurse, this third year robbery stands 
out in all its enormity. 

Lists of recognized training schuols 
may be obtained from the state bard 
of nurse examiners, usually at the 
state capital. I regret I am not in 
a position to furnish this information.

At the earliest, if 
he sticks to his land and water route 
he was expected to reach London on 
Thursday, December 13. It might, 
however, conceivably take him longer 
to make the trip. 

Although steam was kept up on the 
Azania so that the prince might leave 
at once if he so ees it was be- 
lieved that unless some untoward news 
was received that he would await the 
arrival of the cruiser Enterprise.

San Jose, Costa Rica, November 28. 
Whatever may be the deeper truths of 
the situation, five interviews during 
the Hoover party’s brief visit to Ni- 
caragua convince me that the tempo- 
rary intervention there of the United 
States was very popular. I had these 
interviews with all classes of the Ni- 
caraguan and foreign resident popula- 
tion. 

In the early stages of intervention 
there was natural resentment by many 
elements of the population, complicat- 
ed by the suspicion that the election 
in Nicaragua would not be fair, and 
that the Americans would cram their 
own candidate down Nicaragua’s 
throat. 

This suspicion began to evaporate 
when from two to four: marines and 
blue jackets in each town opened the 
registration lists. There / Was pres- 
ent, always, a member of each party, 
who could Perigo any name.. The 
marines, sitting as an election board, 
judged the challengers. 

The result was a 100 per cent hon- 
est voting list, followed by an open 
and fair election. Suspicion died, At 
present the liberals naturally like the 
United States and the marines, be- 
cause they won.

The health 
department stated that closing of city 
schools was not contemplated. The 
peak of the “epidemic” is expected 
shortly. 

In San Diego, Dr. A. E. Lessem, 
city and county health officer, an- 
nounced that he would issue an order 
today closing the City schools for an 
indefinite period beginning December 
2 because of the prevalence of influ- 
enza among the students. Dr. Les- 
sem said many had been absent for 
several days because of the illness 
but that few of the cases had been 
severe,

Washington, Noyember 28.—Th 
sting has been taken out of the “can- 
ned music” order recently promul- 
gated by the federal radio commis- 
sion. By amending the order, the com- 
mission dispels any thought that it is 
prejudiced against the broadcasting of 
music that is mechanically reproduced. 
Often this is fully as ular with 
the radio audience as chain or station 

talent. 

As the order now reads it paves the 
way for the advent of a new kind of 

“radio continuity” soon to be offered 
both from chain and independent sta- 
tions. This consists of a full length 
program prepared specially for broad- 
casting either from phonograph rec- 
ords or from film strips upon which 
sound has been imposed by the _pocess 
developed for the talking movies. 

These continuities are to be dis- 
tributed to broadcasting stations the 
same way that motion pictures are re- 
leased to large and small theaters. 
Because of the proved tone quality of 
mechanical music sent by radio, they 
may lead to real competition with the 
chain programs that are transmitted 
from central studios via highly expen- 
sive toll telephone lines to stations 
that are members of the chains. 

A Chicago concern is behind the 
project. It is understood that itis 
backed by sufficient capital and am- 
ply fortified with | patents. Its “me- 
chanical programs” will be offered to 
large and small stations on a rental 
basis. The programs will be very 
much like those heard every night 
from chain stations, the voices of an- 
nouncers coming directly from the 
record or film. 

The “canned music” order was orig- 
inally intended to prevent stations 
from passing off music taken from 
phonograph records or player piano 
records as actual studio programs. It 
demanded that all stations announce 
clearly and distinctly the character of 
all mechanical reproductions they 
broadcasted, the announcement to pre- 
cede each item.
